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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

Claims 1, 29, 33-41 link inventions I-VII.

Claim 33 is listed as linking all the groups because the second species is 
incomplete; the heterocycle is not listed. Repair is suggested. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
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Each groups clearly has a separate and distinct heterocycle core. The first three 
groups are fused and have 4, 3 and 5 heteroatoms in the heterocyclic cores respectively. 
The next two are unfused, having 2 and 3 heteroatoms respectively. The last group is 
included because it is unclear what the true scope of B actually is, because of the 
"derived from" claim language, which might thus include benzimidazoles, 
triazolopyridines, tetrazines, indenes, etc. If Group VII is elected, a single species must 
be elected. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

A telephone call was made to DeAnn Smith on 9/25/02 to request an oral election to the 
above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
